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U.S. coal production in the week ended October 29, 
1988, as estimated by the Energy Information Admin- 
istration, totaled 19.6 million short tons, reflecting a 
decrease of less than 1 percent from the previous week. 
Production east of the Mississippi decreased by 0.3 mil- 
lion short tons (2.6 percent), and production west of 
the Mississippi increased by 0.2 million short tons (2.5 
percent). 


This week's coal output was 0.3 million short tons or 
1 .4 percent lower than in the corresponding week of 
1987. 

This week's report includes revised monthly coal pro- 
duction by State for April through June 1988, in addi- 
tion to revised first quarter monthly production for 
Montana and West Virginia.
